l received from divers parts of this Kingdom, that the Pole money doth ge- 
„ nerally come to a far leſſe ſum, then by the true intent of the Act it both 
might and ought tg do ( which as we are credibly infozmed ) is cauſed by 
the undue and pa Certificates and Alſeſlements bought into the Com- 
miſlioners by the Alleſſozs, and alſo by the great neglect of the Commilli⸗ 
oners, who have not refozmed ſuch Certificates and Returnes, as by the 
Law they are required But have in many places favoured and eaſed 
themſelves, their fyiends, tenants, and neighbours unjuſtly . whereby the 
true meaning of the Law hath been much fruſtrate, to the great pzejudice 
of the Kingdom, and neglect of the good intentions of this Houſe; There- 
koze, upon ſerious conlideration , both of giving juſt latiſfaction (by the 
 _ equallitie of pꝛoceeding in this ſervice ) to ſuch as have paid their ſeverall 

ſums due by the Act, as alto foꝛ the ſupplying of the emergent necellities of the Common wealth; 

It is this day O2dered by thts Youle, that the Commillioners in their ſeverall Counties reſpectively, 
Authoꝛtzed fo2 this ſervice, ſhall without delay appoint ſome convenient times and places in their ſeverall divi⸗ 
ſions koꝛ their meeting, when and where, with the alliſtance of ſuch able and diſcreet perſons as they ſhall think fit 
to call beigze them, They thall take a ſtrict and impartiall review of the ſeveral] Certificates,and particular rates

either orrred,o2 not rated as by theAct he, the, oz they ougyt to be, To the end that every one may be ratedac- 

coꝛding to their ſeverall Degrees, and Eſtates, And alſo that the ſeverall ſums fozmerly Allelled may be le- 
vied upon every one of the defaulters accoꝛding to the Act: And that the ſaid Commilſtoners do cauſe all 
and every ſuch tua oꝛ ſums of Money , as hill be upon this review tared, to be collected, and levied either 
by the fozmer Collectoꝛs by them appointed, oz, if juſt cauſe tall be, by ſuch others newly to be nominated as 
they ſhall conceive to be well affected to the indifferent and eq::all pꝛoceeding of this ſo impoꝛtant a ſervice, 
And it is further required, that the Commilſſtoners atoꝛeſaid ſhall with all convenient expedition return all 
ſuch ſums of Money as ſhall be by them received, unto ſuch perſons as are authoꝛized to receive it by the Act 
of Parliament and Oꝛders of this Youle, _ : f | 

And they thall alſo return exact and particular Certificates of their pꝛoceedings unto the Committee 
appointed by this Youle to receive them. And if any Commiſſioner 02 Commiſſioners ſhall be found to 
have neglected the execution of this Oꝛder, he, and they mult expect to be called to aniwer his and their 
diſobedience oꝛ neglect thereof to this Houſe. And foz the better advantage of this weighty ſervice, | 

It is further O2dered, that all ſuch ſeverall Members of this Youſe, as are Commillioners by this Act, ſhall 
upon the next Adjournment oꝛ Keceſle, joyn themſelves in aſſiſtance with the Commillioners in their ſeverall 
Counties, who may thereby be the better reſolved of all ſuch doubts as ſhall, oz may ariſe, And alſomay be 
quickned in that ſervice by having the ſenſe of this Youſe moze clearly imparted to them concerning the ur⸗ 
gent and pꝛelling neceſſity that this Leavy ſhould be made accoꝛding to the true intent of the Act, which ler- 
vice is much conducing to the peace, ſafety, and benefit of this Kingdom, and to the honour ofthis Houſe.
